A SIEGE GUN. 


How an Outdoor Toy Can Be Built 


Which. Will Girs Lots ot 


Amusement 


It 1s hajdly likely that aay of our 


x>ys will hare to stand a siege by a 
lostile force or be actually engaged 


laying siege to the stronghold cf 


aa enemy, but almost erery one of 
thea will b« Interested la this siege 
gua. It Is very simple and easy u 
aake aad win shoot a.long way. much 
farther, la fact thaa you caa shoot 
with a bow aad arrow; farther even 
than an air rifle will carry. 


First you will need a Jong, straight 


sapling of hickory or 
some other 


:ougb, springy wood. oak. ash or hem- 
lock. It yea can find one growing In 
the spot frora which you want to 
shoot so much the better; all yoa 
hare to do U to strip off the branches 
aad cut o2 the top. Bat this Is not

at all likely. Ton will probably want 
the engine ot warfare planted oa your 
own premises. 


Cat a tough pole about 12 fret Zang 


and three laches thick at the base. 
and carefully trim o2 all the breach- 
es, tearing, however, a fork about four 
feet from the top Ia case a limb I* 
growlag there. If not nerer taiad, 
you can replace the fork with a per- 
fect sabstltute. Dig a hole two feet 
deep In the place where you wish 
your siege gun to be permaaeatly 
mounted. Place the pole, base down. 
U this hole aad wedge around It as 
maay large stores as the hole win 
contain. These must be wen wedged 
against the base of the pole. Now 
fit] op the hole with earth, packing It 
down hard every few Inches cntll It 
Is flash with the r«st, of the ground. 


Now bend over the top of tha pole 


and about two laches from the) end 
fasten a strong piece of twine about

You must scrape its 
edges carefally until It Is perfectly 
round an bat about three Inches from 
one end. which you may leave square 
if the stick should happen to be four- 
sided Instead of already round. To 
the other end of the stick you may 
fasten a regular barbed spear-head If 
you care to make one from Iron or 
sheet tin. or you may drive a long 
nail ia this end far your spear point 
weighing it with strip* of lead bound 
around the end of the *tlck with cat- 
gut or light wire. In the square or 
base end of your tpear cut a notch 
large enough to hold the twine, but 
small enough so that the knot on the 
twine will not pass through it

heavy wire, or even a strong Cefibla 
stick, and. bending It around so as 
to form a circle, lash the ends firmly 
together.

or strips of leather, and thea bind It 
firmly to the upright pole by aboat 
two-thirds ot Its height 
from

ground,- la fastening It thai use light 
wire or strong twine over which you 
hare rubbed a piece of soap tin It Is 
thoroughly greased.

With these for your am- 
munition, you win find that ' your 
siege gun win ouUhoot anything your 
tiieads may possess, except those who 
may have regular powder aad shot 
firearms, aad evea those win hare ta 
nse something bigger thaa "22 cat. 
shots* to beat you.

or turn back the heat rays of the sun. 


ill protect a house better thaa those 


which' allow these rays to i pass 
through tbe Elrx 
- Thus red Is a good colon because it 
tarns tack, or reflects, the red rays. 
and the red rays are the hot rays. 


In general, therefore, the warm 


tones are good and the cold tone* are 
poor, so far as wear Is concerned. In 
choosing the color of paint for' your 
bouse, select reij, browns, gray* 
and elites which, considering the ta 
rious tones these tint* will produce 
will giro a wide range from which to 
choose. 


Avoid the harsh tint*, such as cold 


yellows (like lemon), cold greens 
(like grass green.etc.),and the blues.

The water pipes of Valparaiso were
